:;e  making  the  initial  discovery  in  1971, 
idatheny  has  surveyed  a  network  of 
30  canals,  totaling  more  than  12  miles 
igth,  and  25  large  reservoirs  which  once 
tried  agricultural  operations  for  a  large 


civilization.  Some  of  the  canals  are  50  or 
more  yards  wide. 

Archarologists  believe  the  huge  hydraulic 
system  fell  into  disuse  around  900  A.D. 
when  the  Mayan  culture  declined. 

In  modern  times,  the  canals  remained 
hidden  under  dense  jungle  growth  until  Dr. 
Matheny  detected  their  outlines  on  aerial 
photographs.  He  has  since  used  infrared 
aerial  photography  to  further  trace  the 
canals  and  spot  other  ruins.  The  professor  is 
a  pilot  and  does  much  of  his  own  aerial 
photography. 

The  water  works  at  Edzna  represent  a 
significant  engineering  accomplishment  and 
indicate  that  pre-Mayan  cultures  were  highly 
civilized,  Dr.  Matheny  said..  Although  the 
canals  are  filled  with  sediment  and 
vegetation,  many  still  carry  water. 

Expedition  members  will  be  looking  for 
artifacts  dating  to  B.C.  times  and  taking  soil 
and  pollen  samples  to  determine  changes  in 
vegetal  cover  which  have  occurred  in  the 
valley  over  the  last  2,000  years.  Dr.  Matheny 
theorizes  the  valley  once  contained  more 
grassland  than  appears  today.  Carbon  dating 
methods  will  be  used  to  help  determine  the 
age  of  artifacts. 

The  team  also  will  complete  studies  of 
artifacts  found  during  previous  expeditions 
and  study  current  agricultural  practices  of 
the  Mayan  Indians  to  see  if  there  is  a  tie  with 
ancient  practices.

At  the  end  of  the 
winter  semester  of  1975, 
feedback  from  students  and 
faculty  will  be  analyzed,  and  a 
decision  will  be  made  as  to 
which  exam  system  to  use. 


18  killed 
in  Israeli 
town  raid 

QIRYAT  SHMONAH,  Israel 
(AP)  —  Three  Arab  terrorists 
raided  this  Israeli  border  town 
as  its  inhabitants  were  rising 
from  their  beds  Thursday  and 
killed  18  men,  women  and 
children  with  bursts  of 
submachine-gun  fire  and 
rocket  grenades.  Another  15 
persons  were  reported 
wounded. 

Officials  said  most  of  the 
dead  were  children.  The  Arabs 
died  in  an  explosion  inside  a 
four-story  apartment  building 
they  had  seized. 

‘‘They  were  throwing 
children  from  the  top  floor  of 
the  building,”  a  local  police 
officer  said. 

A  Palestinian  commando 
organization  in  Lebanon  said 
Arabs  were  on  a  suicide 
mission  to  enforce  demands 
for  the  release  of  Arab 
guerrillas  held  by  Israel.  Israeli 
officials  said  they  had  received 
no  such  demand  from  the 
guerrillas. 

Premier  Golda  Meir, 
speaking  in  the  parliament  in 
Jerusalem,  termed  the  attack 
“murder  for  the  sake  of 
murder”  and  said  Israel  would 
hold  Lebanon  responsible 
because  Palestinian  guerrillas 
are  based  there. 

The  raiders  slipped  across 
the  border  of  Lebanon,  about 
a  mile  away,  with  three  other 
Arabs  who  burst  into  a  school, 
but  found  it  empty  because  of 
the  Jewish  holy  season  of 
Passover.  Officials  said  these 
three  escaped  back  across  the 
mountainous  border. 

Israeli  officials  described  the 
attack  as  the  worst  of  its  kind 
in  the  war  that  Arab  guerrillas 
have  been  carrying  out  against 
Israel  throughout  it’s  26-year 
history.  It  was  the.  worst 
terrorist  strike  inside  Israel 
since  the  attack  on  Tel  Aviv’s 
Lod  airport  two  years  ago. 

Police  here  said  the  three 
Arabs  blew  themselves  up  with 
explosives  they  were  carrying 
as  Israeli  security  forces  moved 
in  on  them  in  the  apartment 
building.  But  the  Israeli 
military  command  in  Tel  Aviv 
said  gunfire  from  security 
forces  set  off  the  explosives. 

In  Jerusalem,  Mrs.  Meir,  who 
is  stepping  down  as  premier, 
announced  the  casualties  as  33 
dead  or  wounded.  She  added 
that  eight  of  the  dead  were 
children,  five  were  women  and 
the  remainder  were  men.  She 
identified  the  wounded  as  five 
civilians,  seven  policemen  and 
three  soldiers.  The  soldiers  and 
policemen  were  hit  while 
storming  the  apartment 
building,  she  said. 

Only  two  hours  after  she 
officially  announced  her 
resignation,  Mrs.  Meir  issued 
an  indirect  warning  to 
Lebanon  for  harboring  Arab 
guerrillas  and  said  the  raiders 
were  ‘‘not  warriors  of 
liberation  but  people  who 
came  just  to  murder  ....  The 
killing  of  children,  women  and 
innocent  civilians  is  murder  for 
the  sake  of  murder  .... 


Nixon  subpoenaed 
by  House  committee 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Nixon  was  subpoenaed  by  the  House 
Judiciary  Committee  Thursday  to  turn 
over  all  tapes  and  other  materials  sought 
for  its  impeachment  inquiry  but  the 
White  House  declined  to  say  it  would 
fully  comply. 

After  the  subpoena  was  issued  by  a 
33-3  committee  vote,  White  House  press 
secretary  Ronald  L.  Ziegler  promised 
only  that  Nixon  would  supply  the 
committee  within  two  weeks  with 
unspecified  materials  that  would  be 
“comprehensive  and  conclusive  in  regard 
to  the  President’s  actions.” 

Ziegler  said  the  White  House  had  been 
pledging  since  Tuesday  to  make  some  of 
the  requested  materials  available  when 
Congress  returns  from  its  Easter  recess  on 
April  22.  He  said  the  White  House  review 
of  these  materials  would  continue. 

The  White  House  spokesman  declined 
to  say  that  Nixon  would  fully  comply 
with  the  subpoena,  declaring  only  that  he 
would  turn  over  materials  “consistent 
with  his  constitutional  responsibilities.” 


Ziegler  argued  that  the  materials  which 
he  said  would  reach  the  committee 
between  April  22  and,  April  25  would 
bear  out  Nixon’s  past  explanations  of  his 
Watergate  role  and  “will  receive  the 
support  of  the  House.” 

The  subpoena,  directs  the  President 
to  respond  by  10  a.m.  on  April  25,  four 
days  after  Congress  returns  from  its 
Easter  recess. 

All  dissenting  votes  were  cast  by 
members  of  the  Republican  minority. 

The  committees’  order  came  despite  an 
offer  from  James  D.  St.  Clair,  the 
President’s  Watergate  lawyer,  to  deliver 
some  of  the  material  requested  within  a 
few  days.  But  St.  Clair  had  refused  to 
make  an  immediate  decision  on  all  of  the 
material  the  committee  had  requested  in 
a  letter  delivered  to  the  White  House  last 
Feb.  25. 

Rep.  Robert  McClory,  R-Ill.,  who  had 
supported  many  White  House  requestes  at 
committee  sessions,  called  St.  Clair’s  offer 
“entirely  too  equivocal.”  He  then  voted 
in  favor  of  the  subpoena. 


However,  Rep.  Edward  Hutchinson  of 
Michigan,  the  ranking  Republican  on  the 
committee,  voted  against  the  subpoena. 
Later  he  said  he  opposed  it  because  it  is 
not  enforceable  and  because  the  White 
House  had  indicated  it  would  turn  over 
all  or  most  of  the  material  the  committee 
is  demanding. 

“It  doesn’t  seem  to  me  as  though  it  was 
necessary  to  issue  a  subpoena  today,” 
Hutchinson  said. 

Besides  Hutchinson,  others  against  the 
subpoena  were  Charles  E.  Wiggins  of 
California  and  Trent  Lott  of  Mississippi. 

If  the  White  House  should  defy  the 
subpoena,  the  Judiciary  Committee 
would  have  several  alternatives.  One 
would  be  to  prosecute  its  subpoena  in  the 
court  as  the  Senate  Watergate  committee 
is  doing  with  its  subpoena  for  tapes.  A 
committee  lawyer  said  the  committee 
could  ask  the  House  to  cite  the  President 
for  contempt  or  simply  determine 
defiance  of  the  subpoena  to  be  an 
impeachable  offense. 


Heavy  snows  cause  blackouts; 
officials  warn  of  likely  flooding 


Northern  Utah,  recovering 
from  the  season’s  heaviest 
snowfall,  was  warned  of 
flooding  threats  from  warming 
temperatures. 

Utah  County  does  not  seem 
to  be  threatened  •  by  flooding 
up  to  this  point,  according  to 
Highway  Patrol  officials. 

Power  outages  and 
interrupted  telephone  service 
have  been  a  problem, 
according  to  power  and 
telephone  officials.  The 
trouble  has  been  attributed  to 
the  heavy  snow  causing  limb 
breakage  and  line  damage. 

Southwest  Orem  suffered 
the  biggest  power  outage  (two 
hours)  in  the  county,  a  Utah 
Power  and  Light  spokesman 
said.  There  were  also  some 
outages  in  Pleasant  Grove  and 
American  Fork.  Provo  had  one 
small  outage.  Power  was 
restored  by  about  7  a.m. 
Thursday  morning. 

The  storm  also  touched 
southeastern  Idaho,  triggering 
a  number  of  power  outages, 
according  to  the  Associated 
Press. 


An  Idaho  Power  Co. 
spokesman  said  power  lines  in 
Inkom,  Idaho,  about  ejght 
miles  south  of  Pocatello,  were 
severely  damaged. 

Rural  feeder  lines  in  the 
American  Falls,  Rockland  and 
Aberdeen  areas  were  also  hit 
by  the  storm,  said  the 
spokesman. 

The  Pocatello  airport  was 
without  power  for  about  three 
hours. 

The  northern  part  of  Utah 
received  record  snowfalls  late 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  The 
snow,  combined  with  warm 
rains  Wednesday  night, 
threatened  to  flood  low-lying 
areas. 

“The  conditions  certainly 
are  ripe,”  said  Ralph  Hatch,  a 
hydrologist  for  the  National 
Weather  Service. 

Hatch  said  melting  during 
the  night  reduced  the 
snowpack  in  most  areas. 

‘‘We’re  expecting 
temperatures  in  the  low  50s 
today  and  with  the  snow  we 


have  on  the  ground  there  is  an 
excellent  chance  of  flash 
floods,”  he  said. 

He  said  most  flooding,  if  it 
occurs,  should  be  in  an  area 
from  Provo  north  to  Ogden. 
The  National  Weather  Service 
said  the  main  problems  would 
occur  in  areas  where  storm  or 
sewer  systems  are  clogged  with 
winter  debris. 

The  storm,  reported  to  have 
moved  east  over  Kansas  by  this 
morning,  dumped  the  heaviest 
amount  of  snow  in  a  24-hour 
period  this  winter  on  Salt  Lake 
City.  By  Wednesday  night,  Salt 
Lake  City  International 
Airport  had  recorded  17.8 
inches,  breaking  the  April 
record  of  11.1  inches  set  in 
April,  1958. 

The  storm  closed  some 
schools  but  many  were  going 
on  a  two-day  Easter  break 
starting  today,  anyway. 

The  University  of  Utah, 
which  closed  Wednesday  when 
cars  became  hopelessly  snarled 
in  parking  lots,  reopened 
today. 


One  death  was  attributed  to 
the  snowfall.  A  32-year-old 
Clearfield  Woman,  Martha 
Enriquez,  was  electrocuted 
Wednesday  when  her  car 
struck  downed  power  lines. 

Utah  Power  &  Light  moved 
extra  crews  into  the  Salt  Lake 
City  and  Ogden  areas  to  help 
restore  service  to  homes  and 
businesses.  Company 
spokesman  Grant  Pendleton 
said  all  service  was  expected  to 
be  back  to  normal  by  6  p.m. 
today.

Bellecourt  said  the 
movement  is  asking  all  tribal 
councils  and  resistance 
organizations  in  the  country  to 
join  in  the  demands  against  the 
Church.

When  asked  what  AIM 
would  do  if  the  Church 
refused  their  demands, 
Bellecourt  said  in  the  Orem- 


meeting,  “We  will  give  them 
two  or  three  weeks  to  respond, 
then  we  as  a  council  will 
decide  what  action  to  take. 

“Besides  the  one  demand 
that  Mormon  Church  officials

Bellecourt  continued. 


In  the  Orem  meeting  and  in 
the  released  statement,  AIM 
leaders  said  the  Church 
believes  Indian  skin  color  must 
turn  white.  The  AIM  leaders 
also  said  that  Brigham  Young’s 
early  treaties  with  the  Indians 
were  all  broken  except  for  one 
treaty  which  was  kept  for 
three  years. 


Second  in  series 


A  prorposal  to  do  away  with 
the  Provo  Police  reserve 
program,  employ  civilians  as 
dispatchers  and  hire  a  number 
of  new  full-time  and  part-time 
officers  will  accompany  the 
Provo  Police  Department’s 
budget  request  to  the  Provo 
City  Commission,  according  to 
Swen  C.  Nielson,  Provo  Police 
Chief. 

Nielson  said  that  acceptance 
of  the  proposal  would  result  in 
the  hiring  of  10  part-time 
officers  plus  a  number  of 
civilians  to  take  over 
communications  dispatching 
duties  presently  performed  by 
field  officers,  thus  freeing  the 
officers  for  active  duty. 

Also  requested  were  three 
new  patrolmen,  one  detective 
and  two  secretaries. 


Phasing  out  the  reserve 
system  is  necessary,  Chief 
Nielson  explained,  because  of 
the  new  rules  established  by 
the  Peace  Officers  Standards 
and  Training  committee  which 
has  declared  that  any  officer 
making  an  arrest  and  carrying 
a  weapon  must  have 
completed  eight  weeks  of 
intensive  training  at  the  POST 
academy. 

“We  can’t  expect  civilians  to 
leave  their  jobs  to  take  that 
training,”  Chief  Nielson  told 
the  Provo  Daily  Herald. 

Another  problem  concerning 
the  reserve  system  is  the 
difficulty  scheduling  reservists 
for  any  particular  time,  he 
said,  since  they  came  in  only 
when  they  weren’t  working 
and  when  they  felt  like  it. 


He  said  the  department 
hoped  to  hire  10  men  at  the 
minimum  wage  for  a 
maximum  of  20  hours  per 
week  and  give  them,  a  very 
thorough  in-service  program. 
All  applicants  would  need 
college  credit  in  law 
enforcement,  he  said. 

“With  that  background  and 
our  in-service  program,  we 
hope  to  get  a  waiver  from 
POST,  “Chief  Nielson  said. 

The  part-time  officers  would 
be  assigned  to  traffic  and 
patrol  divisions,  as  well  as 
providing  additional  services 
when  necessary  such  as 
directing  traffic  during 
congested  periods  or  helping 
out  during  particularly  busy 
seasons,  Nielson  said. 


Jury  lists 
conviction 
for  Boyle 


MEDIA,  Pa.  (AP) 
Former  United  Mine. 
Workers  President  W.A. 
‘‘Tony”  Boyle  was 
convicted  Thursday  night 
of  three  counts  of  murder 
in  the  slaying  more  than 
four  years  ago  of  union 
rival  Joseph  “Jock” 
Yablonski,  his  wife  and 
daughter. 

The  verdict  was  returned 
by  a  jury  of  nine  men  and 
three  women  after  414 
hours  of  deliberation. 

The  conviction  carries  a 
mandatory  sentence  of  life 
imprisonment. 

The  72-year-old  Boyle, 
who  already  is  serving  a 
three-year  federal  prison 
sentence  for  misuse  of 
union  funds,  exhibited  no 
emotion  as  the  verdict  was 
read  by  jury  foreman  Clyde 
M.  Parris. 

Boyle,  however,  did  have 
a  pained  expression  on  his 
face  as  he  turned  to  wave 
goodbye  to  his  wife  and 
daughter  on  his  way  out  of 
the  courtroom. 


Oaks  talks  on  policies 
during  faculty  meeting 


Insurance  guidelines  listed 


Annual  faculty  interviews, 
General  Education  reform, 
work  study  programs  and 
professional  faculty 
development  were  the  topics 
discussed  by  Pres.  Oaks  in  a 
general  faculty  meeting 
Thursday. 

Pres.  Oaks  requested  the 
deans  and  department 
chairmen  to  implement  a 
program  of  annual  interviews 
with  each  faculty  member  to 
discuss  the  ideals  of  this 
institution  and  the  Church. 

On  the  subject  of  General 
Education  review  and  reforms, 
Dr.  Oaks  advocated  a 
“faculty-initiated  and 
faculty-managed  process”  that 
will  allow  modification  of 
General  Education  and  assure 
it  the  priority  it  deserves  in  a 
■  university. 

Dr.  Oaks  indicated  that  he 
had  appointed  an  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Work  Study 
Programs  last  summer  to  study 
and  recommend  policies  to 
govern  situations  where 
students  spend  a  share  of  their 


studying  in  learning  situations 
away  from  the  campus. 

“As  a  result  of  the  fire  work 
of  this  committee,”  Dr.  Oaks 
said,  “we  have  a  campus-wide 
policy  to  govern  what  we  will 
hereafter  refer  to  as 
cooperative  education 
programs.” 

Oaks  then  proposed  changes 
in  the  program  for  professional 
development  of  the  faculty 
which  the  faculty  members 
that  were  present  approved 
with  a  standing  vote. 

The  approved  changes  will 
now  go  before  the 
administration  for  their 
approval  and  then  to  the  board 
of  trustees  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  changes  involved 
variations  in  the  types  of 
compensation  and  durations  of 
leaves,  of  sabbaticals  and 
dealing  with  the  possibility  of 
uncompensated  leaves. 
Proposals  for  research  and 
development  programs 
implemented  with’ the  money 
from  the  new  program  were 
discussed. 


(Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  second  of  two  articles 
dealing  with  the  handling  of  insurance  sales  on  college 
campuses,  particularly  BYU.  Yesterday’s  article 
stated  problems  cited  by  students,  officials  and 
insurance  agents.  Today’s  article  will  discuss  actions 
being  taken  to  curb  areas  of  possible 
misrepresentation. 

In  response  to  yesterday’s  article  quoting  the  March 
1974  issue  of  Consumer  Report’s,  a  spokesman  for 
Fidelity  Union  Life  challenged  the  validity  of  the 
information.  The  spokesman  for  the  Provo  office 
produced  a  letter  he  said  was  circulated  by  Fidelity 
Union  Life.  The  letter  claimed  the  Consumer 
Report’s  article  to  be  in  error  and  alleged  that  Ihe 
magazine  may  print  a  retraction  in  its  May  issue.  The 
portion  challenged  had  called  a  Fidelity  Union  life 
College  Master  plan  “unusually  expensive.”) 

“We  need  to  encourage  the  students  to  get  all  the 
facts  and  then  come  to  a  counselor  about  it 
(insurance,)”  said  David  Pearson,  examiner-  for  the 
Utah  State  Insurance  Commission. 

Pearson  offered  the  advice  after  noting  the  greatest 
problem  in  college  campus  sales  is  students’  lack  of 
information  this  despite  nationwide,  statewide  and 
campuswide  efforts  to  inform  students. 

The  effort  to  inform  students  comes  in  response  to 
the  “surprisingly  large  volume  of  campus  sales”  that 
Changing  Times  reported. 

Insurance  company  executives  estimate  college 
students  buy  $  1  -$ 2  billion  worth  of  life  insurance 


annually  in  terms  of  face  value,  according  to 
Changing  Times. 

One  local  insurance  agency  estimates  95  per  cent  of 
all  its  sales  are  to  college  students  through  a  special 
college  plan. 

A  variety  of  insurance  plans  is  sold  on  college 
campuses,  but  according  to  a  study  reported  in  The 
Consumers  Union  Report  of  Life  Insurance,  a 
salesman  in  14  out  of  15  instances  will  push  “whole 
life”  insurance. 

Whole  life  insurance  refers  to  a  policy  planned  for 
the  whole  life  of  the  individual.  The  policy  holder 
pays  a  premium  which  stays  level  throughout  his  life. 
He  pays  more  than  is  necessary  to  cover  the  risk  of 
the  insurance  in  his  younger  years  and  less  than  the 
risk  in  his  later  years,  when  he  is  more  likely  to  die. 

According  to  the  January  supplement  to 
Consumers  Union  Report,  whole  life  insurance  is 
relatively  expensive  because  it  is  also  a  form  of 
financial  investment.  People  who  encounter  financial 
emergencies  may  borrow  against  their  policy  or 
terminate  it  altogether  and  receive  back  what  is 
known  as  cash  value.  Terminating  whole  life  policies 
in  their  early  years,  according  to  the  Consumers 
Union  Report,  almost  always  results  in  a  big  loss  for 
the  investor. 

Consumers  Union  Report  concludes  that  the  only 
kinds  of  people  for  whom  whole  life  insurance  is 
sensible  are  those  who  simply  cannot  save  any  money 
at  all  or  who  are  in  a  very  high  tax  bracket  and  whose 
next  financial  return  is  less  than  five  per  cent  after 
taxes. 


The  second  type  of  life  insurance  is  term  insurance. 
The  premiums  for  term  insurance  increase  at  regular 
yearly  of  five-year  intervals  as  the  policy  holder  ages 
and  presumably  becomes  more  of  a  risk  for  the 
company. 

This  has  the  effect  of  keeping  costs  relatively  low 
during  the  years  of  family  formation.  Payments  tend 
to  parallel  the  slope  of  the  majority  of  people’s 
earning  power. 

In  the  judgment  of  Consumers  Union  Report  “only 
by  buying  term  insurance  can  the  average  young 
breadwinner  purchase  enough  to  protect  a  family 
adequately  during  the  years  when  it  most  needs 
protection.” 

In  general,  the  rising  concern  on  college  campuses, 
among  government  officials  and  among  insurance 
companies  themselves  has  motivated  many  groups 
and  organizations  to  initiate  investigatory  and 
regulatory  actions. 

According  to  the  Changing  Times  article,  55 
insurers  now  participate  in  a  committee  operating 
behind  the  scenes  to  curb  what  they  as  sellers  of 
policies  consider  to  be  selling  abuses. 

The  article  also  said  that  about  12  states  have 
passed  restrictions  of  the  financing  of  a  student’s  first 
or  first  and  second  annual  premium  paynients  by  a 
loan.  Utah  has  no  such  restrictions. 

“These  firms  are  operating  entirely  legally,” 
Pearson  said. 

Even  with  such  evident  concern  from  the 
government  and  the  insurance  industry,  Pearson  said

Political  Scientist 


tells  Utah's  past

Although  the  Republican 
and  Democratic  parties  are 
quite  evenly  balanced  today  in 
the  state  of  Utah,  it  was  not 
always  this  way  due  to  the 
mixture  of  politics  and  religion 
throughout  much  of  Mormon 
and  Utah  history,  according  to 
Dr.  Steward  Grow,  professor 
of  political  science  at  BYU. 


Northern  Star,  which 
supported  President  Andrew 
Jackson  and  the  Democratic 
Party.  The  Mormons 
developed  a  strong 
cohesiveness  and  “developed 
the  pattern  of  voting  as  a  bloc, 
usually  for  the  Democratic 
ticket,”  said  Dr.  Grow. 


During  the  period  from 
1830  to  1847,  the  Mormons 
became  politically  active  as  a 
group,  he  said.

losses,  suffered  during  the 
persecutions  in  Missouri,  their 
Prophet  declared  his  candidacy 
for  the  presidency  of  the 
United  States,”  the  professor 
said. 


Occasionally  the  Mormons 
“would  use  their  political 
power  for  their  own  benefit 
and  switch  their  vote  from  the 
Democratic  to  the  Whig  Party, 
as  they  did  in  1839  and 
1840,”  Dr.  Grow  explained. 

“When  neither  of  the  two 
parties  seemed  adequately 
responsive  to  aid  them  in 
securing  redress  for  their 


When  the  Mormons  settled 
in  Utah,  they  faced  the 
challenge  of  establishing  a 
society  in  a  desolate  land,  and 
they  continued  to  choose  their 
political  leadership  from 
among  the  leaders  of  the 
Church.  Thus,  1847  to  1870  is 
characterized  as  a  theocratic 
period.  Brigham  Young  was 
appointed  governor  of  the 
territory  and  most  of  the 
political  candidates  were 
nominated  by  church  bodies. 


In  the  third  period  from 
18  70  to  1  8  90,  two  local 
parties  emerged  from  the 
Mormon-non-Mormon  split.  In 
1870  the  non-Mormons 
organized  the  Liberal  Party 
with  the  announced  purpose 
of  establishing  Republican  rule 
in  Utah,  Dr.  Grow  said. 


“The  Mormons  counteracted 
immediately  with  the 
organization  of  the  People’s 
Party.  These  two  parties  used 
local,  rather  than  national, 
names  and  issues.  In  national 
politics,  the  People’s  Party 
affiliated  with  the  Democrats 
and  the  Liberals  with  the 
Republicans,”  the  speaker 
said. 

According  to  Dr.  Grow,  the 
Mormon  tradition  of 
supporting  the  Democratic 
Party  had  increased  when  the 
newly  organized  Republican 
Party,  in  its  1956  platform, 
pledged  to  stamp  out  ‘those 
twin  relics  of  barbarism, 
slavery  and  polygamy’  and 
later  sponsored  several  pieces 
of  anti-Mormon  legislation. 

Although  the  Liberal  Party 
did  not  have  much  of  a  chance 
from  the  beginning  and  did 
not  even  win  an  election  until 
1885,  it  possessed  great 
political  influence  by 
nominating  its  own  candidates, 
and  when  they  were  defeated, 
challenging  the  right  of  the 
successful  People’s  Party 
candidates  to  hold  office. 

The  Edmunds  Act  was 
passed  by  Congress  in  1882. 
This  act  assigned  a  Federal 
Commission  to  control  Utah 
elections,  disenfranchised 
nearly  12,000  members  of  the 
People’s  Party  and  provided 
the  legal  base  for  -a  judicial 
crusade  which  resulted  in 
many  members  being 
imprisoned,  fined  or  going  into 
hiding. 

“When  no  capitulation 
followed,  Congress  enacted  a 
more  severe  piece  of 
legislation,  the  Edmunds- 
Tucker  Act,  which 
disincorporated  the  Mormon 
Church,  escheated  much  of  its 
property  to  the  federal 
government  and  made  easier 
the  prosecution  of  those 
charged  with  polygamy,”  Dr. 
Grow  explained. 

By  1889,  it  was  clear  that 
the  Utah  situation  would 
probably  only  get  worse  and 
Congress  was  threatening  to 
pass  even  more  severe 
legislation. 


First  BYU 
Snow  Bowl? 


Several  BYU  students  took 
advantage  of  snow  that  fell 
Wednesday.  They  used  it  to 
build  a  snow  sculpture. 


“The  first  break  in  the 
struggle  came  in  1890,  when 
President  Wilford  Woodruff 
issued  the  famed  ‘Manifesto’ 
which  advised  that  no  member 
of  the  Church  should  enter 
into  any  marriage  which 
violated  the  law  of  the  land,” 
he  explained. 

The  second  break  came  in 
1891  when  steps  were  taken  to 
dissolve  the  People’s  Party  and 
have  the  Mormons  move  into 
the  two  national  parties. 
Newspaper  articles  were 
published  encouraging  such 
moves  and  some  found 
Republican  policies  attractive. 
However  some  of  the  saints 
were  somewhat  reluctant  to 
make  the  change  and  so 
political  folk  tales  of  the 
period  record  that  different 
techniques  were  used  to 
encourage  political  divisions  in 
the  communities. 

In  Huntsville,  Utah,  leaders 
supposedly  knocked  at  every 
other  house  and  asked  the 
family  to  become  Republicans. 

Another  story  is  that  ward 
congregations  were  divided 
•down  the  middle,  Dr.  Grow 
.added. 

“In  1893  the  Liberals  were 
conceded  that  the  Mormon 
move  for  political  division  was 
genuine.  The  Liberal  Party  was 
disbanded  and  its  members 
moved  into  the  two  national 
parties.” 

in  1893  and  again  in  1894, 
proclamations  of  amnesty 
were  issued  by  Presidents 
Harrison  and  Cleveland, 
respectively,  and  in  1894 
Congress  passed  the  Enabling 
Act  which  resulted  in  Utah 
becoming  a  state  in  1896. 

In  conclusion,  Dr.  Grow 
said,  “The  fourth  and  modern 
pierod  of  Utah  politics  has 
been  and  is  being,  heavily 
influenced  by  Utah’s  political 


history.  The  division  of 
population  of  Utah  into  rather 
evenly  balanced  political  teams 
has  left  a  legacy  of  party 
equality,  which  has  had  a  great 
influence  on  Utah  politics. 

“It  may  be  years  before  the 
total  effect  of  the  1890’s 
division  of  Utah’s  politics  is 
dissipated  and  Utah  is 
primarily  influenced  by 
non-historical  factors,”  he 
said.

1) 
he  has  received  little 
cooperation  in  investigating 
such  practices  and  in  setting 
up  programs  to  combat  them. 

He  suggests  the 
establishment  of  a  consumer 
counseling  office  where 
students  can  bring  in  insurance 
policies  or  claims  and  have 
them  evaluated  by  a  counselor 
knowledgeable  in  the  area. 

What  can  a  student  do? 

As  a  result  of  many 
complaints  and  problems  with 
salesmen  of  all  kinds,  the 
Office  of  the  BYU 
Ombudsman  is  compiling  a 
book  which,  according  to  next 
year’s  Ombudsman  Bob 
Henrie,  will  be  an  indexed 


compilation  of  pamphlets  and 


articles  for  consumer 
awareness,  including  the 
buying  of  insurance. 

Henrie  encourages  students 
to  come  to  his  office  to  look 
at  the  information  there. 

Prospective  buyers  should 
also  read  the  policy  through, 
although  it  may  be 
time-consuming  and  tedious. 
“Often  students  sign  things 
without  reading  them 
carefully,  “Henrie  said. 

One  student  committed 
himself  to  a  policy  believing 
that  payments  did  not  begin 
for  five  years,  although  the 
contract  stated  plainly  that 
they  began  in  two  years.  He 
was  dismayed  to  receive  a 


letter  demanding  payment  of 
over  $300  a  few  weeks  ago. 


Yet  another  alternative  is  to 
take  complaints  or  questions 
to  such  organizations  as  the 
insurance  Commission  or  the 
Ombusdman  who  are  in 
positions  to  do  something 
about  unfair  practices. 


Students  could  also  work 
with  the  administration  in 
helping  to  establish  and  then 
use  a  counseling  center. 


The  final  bit  of  advice  comes 
from  Changing  Times  stating, 
“Start  by  determining  whether 
you  really  need  any  life 
insurance  at  this  stage.”

U.S.  troops  in  Europe  may  be  cut 

WASHINGTON  -  Secretary  of  Defense  James  R.  Schlesinger 
says  the  Pentagon  is  considering  possible  ways  to  cut  back  the 
number  of  U.S.  support  troops  in  Europe  without  reducing  the 
U.S.  combat  posture. 

Schlesinger  told  reporters  Wednesday  “the  prognosis  is  far 
more  favorable  than  it  has  been  in  the  recent  past”  for 
continued  U.S.  political  support  for  keeping  American  troops 
stationed  in  Europe. 

“We  are  examining  within  the  department  the  possibility  of 
reducing  certain  support  elements  in  Europe,  but  no  reduction 
whatsoever  of  our  combat  capabilities,”  the  defense  secretary 
said. 

Former  Nixon  aide  sentenced 

WASHINGTON  —  Herbert  L.  Porter,  who  handled  the 
surrogate  speakers  program  in  President  Nixon’s  1972 
re-election  campaign,  was  sentenced  today  to  serve  30  days 
in  a  federal  correctional  institution  for  lying  to  the  FBI  in  its 
Watergate  'investigation. 

Porter,  who  will  be  36  on  Saturday,  is  the  fourth  former 
White  House  aide  who  has  been  sentenced  to  prison  but  the 
sentence  was  the  lightest  of  any,. 

Coast  Guard  calls  off  search 

PHILADELPHIA  —  The  Coast  Guard  says  it  has  given  up 
hope  for  the  lives  of  1 1  persons  missing  after  an  oil  tanker 
exploded  and  burned  at  its  mooring  on  the  Delaware  River. 

Included  in  the  missing  are  a  mother  and  her  three  daughters 
who  were  visiting  the  Greek  registry  tanker  Elias  when  it 
erupted  in  a  ball  of  flame  late  Tuesday. 

One  man  is  officially  listed  as  dead  and  26  others  were  either 
injured  or  treated  for  exposure.  Most  of  the  26  leaped  from  the 
blazing  vessel  into  frigid  water.  A  search  for  the  missing  was 
suspended  Wednesday  night. 

Israel  will  seek  peace,  says  Golda 

JERUSALEM  —  Premier  Golda  Meir  announced  her 
resignation  Thursday  before  a  packed  parliament  and  pledged 
that  Israel  would  continue  to  seek  peace  and  honor  its 
international  commitments. 

She  warned  the  Arab  states,  however,  that  Israel’s  army  is 
deployed  “as  always  and  ready  to  fulfill  its  task.” 

The  special  Knesset  session  was  originally  called  to  debate  the 
causes  of  Israel’s  unpreparedness  at  the  start  of  last  October’s 
Middle  East  war.  But  Mrs.  Meir,  who  looked  tired  and  pale,  took 
the  opportunity  to  formally  announce  her  resignation.  Earlier, 
she  had  formally  notified  President  Ephraim  Katzir.

sponsors  will  be  eligible  to 
draw  for  two  1 0-speed  bicycles 
which  will  be  given  away  the 
following  week. 

Families  can  participate  by 
donating  $1  per  head  instead 
of  obtaining  sponsors  for  each 
family  member,  Thulin  added. 

Other  riders  will  need  to 
obtain  sponsors.  Those 
sponsors  who  volunteer  may 
contribute  whatever  they  wish 
for  each  mile  completed  in  the 
event  with  all  proceeds  going 
to  the  Cancer  Society. 

Riders  who  choose  the 
10-mile  route  will  start  at  the 
County  Building  at  Center  and 
University  Avenue.  Those 
choosing  the  25-mile  route  can 
start  at  the  same  location  or  at 
the  Orem  Civic  Center. 

The  Bike-A-Thon  will  begin 
at  8:30  a.m.  and  route  cards 
will  be  distributed  at  the 
starting  points,  Thulin  said 
adding  that  refreshment  and 
aid  stations  will  be  located 
along  the  two  routes. 

Registration  forms  can  be 
obtained  at  local  schools, 
libraries,  offices  of  First 
Security  Bank  and  many 
bicycle  shops.  The  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  at  the  starting 
locations  Saturday  morning.

“pit”  in  the  Eyring  Science 
Center— these  are  a  few  of  the 
places  that  student  branches 
call  chapels. 

To  students  accustomed  to 
the  more  conventional  chapels 
back  home,  these  BYU  branch 
meeting  places  could  present 
some  unusual  circumstances. 

At  Deseret  Industries,  the 
89th  Branch  priesthood  meets 
“where  they  strip  off  the 
buttons  and  zippers  in  the 
basement,”  according  to 
President  Albert  E.  Haines. 

“Sunday  School  meets  in 
the  upholstery  shop,”  Pres. 
Haines  said.  “But  it’s  fine  for 
one  branch.  We  have  humble 
surroundings,  but  the  spirit  of 
the  people  who  work  there 
carries  over.  We  see  their 
morale-building  signs  on  the 
walls,  and  we  feel  very  humble 
and  grateful.” 

Elementary,  junior  high  and 
high  schools  house  23 
*  branches  in  Provo  and  Orem. 
President  Eldin  Ricks  of  the 
9th  Branch,  which  meets  in 
the  Provost  School, 
commented  on  their  facility, 
“As  compared  with  a  regular 
ward  chapel,  the  versatility  is 
not  as  good.  We  can’t  have 
week-end  activities.” 

“But  I’m  sure  using  the 
school  is  wise  as  far  as 
utilization  of  Church  funds,” 
Pres.  Ricks  continued.  “We 
meet  in  the  gym,  but  it’s  the 
spirit  the  people  bring  with 


them  that  makes  the 
atmosphere  of  a  chapel.” 

This  comment  was  made  by 
nearly  all  the  students 
interviewed.  Most  agreed  that 
the  accomodations  don’t 
matter  as  much  as  the  spirit  of 
the  branch  members. 

However,  some  unique 
circumstances  do  arise  due  to 
the  facilities.  “We  meet  in  the 
Richards  P.E.  Building  dance 
room,”  said  Kathy  Porcaro  of 
the  5  8th  Branch.  “It  has 
mirrors  on  all  four  walls.  You 
get  a  great  view  of  the  whole 
congregation  when  you  bear 
your  testimony.” 

The  10th  Branch  meets  in 
the  Wasatch  Elementary 
School.  “You  can’t  move 
anything  around  and  you  have 
to  sit  in  children’s  desks.  They 
keep  animals  in  the 
classrooms,”  said  branch 
member  Cur  Jensen. 


Business 
dean  will

Dean 
Taylor  was  instrumental  in 
establishing  the  College  of 
Business  National  Advisory 
Council  which  uses  experts 
from  throughout  the  nation  in 
various  areas  of  business  to 
work  directly  with  the 
college’s  faculty  and  students. 

Y  linguist 
receives 
work  grant 

Dr.  Marvin  H.  Folsom  of 
BYU  has  been  awarded  a 
six-month  research  grant  for 
work  at  the  Institut  fur 
deutsche  sprache  (Institute  for 
German  Language)  in 
Mannheim,  Germany. 

A  professor  of  German  and 
linguistics  at  BYU,  Dr.  Folsom 
will  leave  Provo  for  Germany 
in  August  under  a  grant 
awarded  by  the  Alexander  von 
Humboldt  Foundation,  an 
agency  of  the  Federal  German 
Republic  with  sponsors 
qualified,  young  foreign 
scholars  doing  research  in 
Germany. 

The  Institute  for  German 
Language  is  a  research  facility 
financed  by  private 
foundations  and  by 
government  funds.  Dr. 
Folsom’s  present  grant  is  an 
extension  of  a  similar 
12-month  grant  he  received  to 
conduct  research  at  the 
institute  during  his  last  leave  in 
1967-68. 

Dr.  Folsom  recently  received 
the  BYU  Karl  G.  Maeser 
research  award  of  $3,000 
which  will  also  support  his 
research  while  on  leave. 

In  Mannheim,  Dr.  Folsom 
will  participate  in  numerous 
workshops  and  conferences  at 
the  institute  and  at  other 
research  centers,  both  in  the 
Federal  German  Republic  and 
in  the  German  Democratic 
Republic. 

IJis  major  thrust  of  research 
will  be  to  investigate 
grammatical  structures  of 
German  how  they  fit  in  the 
theory  of  junction  grammar  as 
applied  by  the  BYU 
Linguistics  Department  in 
computer-assisted  translation 
programs.

Social  Security  cards

Students  1 8  and  over  who 
are  receiving  monthly  Social 
Security  checks  will  soon  get 
an  attendance  reporting  card 
that  should  be  filled  out  and 
returned  to  the  Social  Security 
office  as  soon  as  possible. 

Social  Security  reporting 
cards  are  mailed  to  students 
getting  Social  Security 
payments  about  three  months 
before  the  end  of  the  school 
year.  The  information  on  the 
attendance  report  helps  the 
Social  Security  decide  if  the 
student  can  continue  to  get 
monthly  checks,  according  to 
the  U.S.  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare 
Social  Security  Administra¬ 
tion. 


Delay  in  returning  the 
reporting  card  can  mean  a  delay 
in  future  Social  Security 
payments. 

Full-time  students  18  and 
over  who  remain  single  can  get 
monthly  Social  Security 
checks  until  they  are  22  if  a 
parent  gets  Social  Security. 

About  650,000  students  in 
colleges,  high  schools,  and 
trade  schools  get  monthly 
Social  Security  payments.  Any 
student  in  the  Provo  area  who 
needs  help  with  the  attendance 
report  or  information  about 
Social  Security  benefits  can 
call  or  visit  the  Provo  Social 
Security  district  office  at  1 73 
E.  100  North  between  8:30 
a.m.  and  4:30  p.m.  on 
weekdays.

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A  class  of  14  juniors  and 
seniors  in  industrial  design  at 
BYU  presented  their  original 
car  designs  to  a  representative 
from  General  Motors  Thursday 
for  a  final  critique  of  their 
w.ork. 

Robert  Veryzer,  director  of 
educational  relations  for  GM 
styling,  flew  from  Detroit  to 
present  the  problem  to  the 
students  1 1  weeks  ago.  The 
students  were  challenged  at 
that  time  to  design  a  vehicle 
with  three  wheels,  seating 
capacity  for  one  person,  all 
weather  protection,  space  for 
packages  to  be  primarily  used 
as  a  commuter-shopper 
vehicle.  He  returned  yesterday 
to  view  the  finished  models. 

“The  students’  models  are 
very  exciting,”  Veryzer  said  at 
the  final  critique  in  the 
Wilkinson  Gallery.  He  noted 
■  that  the  students  had  come  up 
with  a  variety  of  solutions  to 
the  problem.  Some  of  the 
vehicles  look  like  sports  cars, 
others  like  utilitarian, 
shopping  vehicles. 

“The  quality  of  the 
sketches,  workmanship  and 
the  professionalism  that  the 
students  show  in  these  final 
models  shows  very  marked 
growth,”  Veryzer  noted,  and 
added  that  this  was  due  to  the 
fine  instruction  they  received 
throughout  the  project  from 
John  Marshall,  coordinator  of 
the  industrial  arts  program  at 
BYU. 

“The  fantastic  increase  in 
popularity  of  the  motorcycle 
and  the  growing  trend  in 
compact  automobiles  in  the 
United  States  indicates  a 
potential  market  for  a  unique 
American-designed  and 
manufactured  vehicle  to  fill  a 
void  between  the  motorcycle 
and  the  present  U.S. 
compact,”  Veryzer  pointed 
out.

The  Cougars  were  scheduled 
to  play  a  single  game  today 
against  arch-rival  University  of 
Utah,  but  Coach  Tuckett  said 
because  of  wet  grounds  the 
game  has  been  postponed  until 
2:30  Tuesday  on  the  BYU 
Varsity  field. 

The  diamond  men  were  also 
scheduled  to  meet  Utah  in  a 
doubleheader  Saturday  on  the 
Ute  diamond,  but  Coach 
Tuckett  said  he  didn’t  know 
whether  the  contests  would 
still  be  played.  He  said  since 
the  games  are  Utah’s  home 
games,  it  would  be  up  to  the 
Ute  coaching  staff  to  make  the 
decision. 

A  division  title  this  year 
would  not  only  be  the 
Cougars’  eighth  straight,  but  it 


would  be  their  ninth  in  the 
twelve  years  that  the  WAC  has 
been  in  operation.  Only  in 
1964,  1965  and  1966  have  the 
cats  failed  to  win  the  division 
title. 

Utah  has  had  a  rough  start 
so  far  this  season.  They  have  a 
meager  3-14  record,  but, 
according  to  Coach  Glen 
Tuckett,  their  record  may  be 
deceiving.  He  feels  Utah  is 
ready  to  explode  on  someone, 
so  it  should  be  an  exciting 
series. 

The  leading  hitter  for  Utah 
is  outfielder  Alan  Sperry  who 
is  hitting  350.  He,  and  BYU’s 
Lee  Iorg,  are  considered  two 
of  the  better  outfielders  in  the 
WAC. 

In  baseball,  the  WAC  is 
divided  into  two  divisions:  the 
North,  which  comprises  BYU, 
Utah,  Wyoming  and  Colorado 
State  and  the  South,  which 
comprises  Arizona  State, 
Arizona,  New  Mexico  and 
UTEP. 

Arizona  State  has  been  the 


powerhouse  in  the  Southern 
Division  the  past  few  years, 
while  BYU  has  dominated  the 
Northern  Division. 

But  this  year  in  the 
Southern  Division  Arizona  has 
a  very  strong  team.  The 
Wildcats  are  currently  ranked 
as  the  top  team  in  the 
Collegiate  Baseball  Poll  with 
an  amazing  43-2  record. 

In  other  Northern  Division 
action  this  weekend  Wyoming 
is  scheduled  to  travel  to  Fort 
Collins  for  a  three-game  series. 

According  to  Tuckett, 
Wyoming  and  Colorado  State 
both  .will  have  good, 
competitive  teams  this  year 
and  should  help  make  the 
WAC  race  an  exciting  one.

William  C.  MacPhail,  Vice  President  of  Sports  for  CBS,  who 
made  the  announcement  in  New  York,  said,  “CBS  Sports  is  very 
pleased  to  associate  itself  with  the  Fiesta  Bowl. 

“We  feel  that  this  is  certainly  one  of  America’s  fastest-growing 
college  bowl  attractions  and  we  hope  to  have  the  opportunity  to 
contribute  to  and  share  in  the  growth  of  the  Bowl  for  many 
years  to  come.” 

Three  years  ago  the  game  was  just  an  idea.  But  a  group  of 
Phoenix  businessmen  put  together  an  impressive  display  in  1971 
and  the  NCAA  approved  the  contest  for  Phoenix  April  26  of 
that  year.

Pursuit  of  record 
nightmare  to  Hank 


ATLANTA  (AP)  - 
Bleary-eyed  Hank  Aaron,  his 
energy  and  emotion  sapped  by 
a  tension-packed  chase  of  a 
legend,  says  the  average 
person  “doesn’t  realize  what  a 
nightmare  this  has  been.” 

It  was  a  nightmare  to  fame 
and  fortune  for  the  quiet 
40-year-old  slugger  of  the 
Atlanta  Braves. 

The  chase  of  the  great  Babe 
Ruth  had  ended  on  opening 
day  in  Cincinnati  last 
Thursday.  The  crowning  of 
baseball’s  new  home  run  king 
came  in  dramatic  fashion  here 
Monday  night. 

With  an  overflow  crowd  on 
hand  for  the  Braves  home 
opener,  Aaron  ripped  a  fastball 
from  A1  Downing  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Dodgers  over  the  left 
field  fence  for  his  715th  home 
run. 

The  cheers  had  long  since 
halted  but  the  telegrams  of 
congratulations  were  still 
po.uring  into  the  Western 
Union  office  when  the 
icy-nerved  slugger  finally  got 
to  sleep  about  6  a.m. 

Aaron  had  said  shortly  after 
the  historic  clout  that  he  now 
wanted  the  National  League 
record  for  hits,  currently  held 
by  Stan  Musial  at  3,630.  He  is 
1 19  shy  of  that  mark. 

“I’m  sorry  1  brought  that  up 
last  night,” -he  said.  “All  I: 
want  to  do  is  swing  the  bat. 
I’m  not  going  to  get  involved 
in  any  more  record  chases.” 

Aaron  said  he  finally  relaxed 
some. 

“When  I  got  home  I  was  the 
most  relaxed  I’ve  been  in  the 
last  year-and-a-half.  I  was  just 
grateful  that  it  was  over  with.” 

He  said  he  managed  to  sleep 
only  three  hours  or  so  when  he 


had  to  run  an  errand.  He  had 
intended  to  take  a  nap  in  the 
early  afternoon,  but  his 
telephone  kept  ringing. 

The  bat  and  historic  ball 
were  placed  on  a  plane  and 
sent  to  the  Magnavox  Corp.  in 
New  York  for  display.  It  was 
reported  the  famous 
equipment  was  insured  for  a 
half-million  dollars. 

“History  was  set  and  that’s 
the  end  of  it,”  Hank  said. 
“Now  maybe  we  can  get  on 
with  the  business  of  playing 
baseball  again.”

Revived  watchdog 


There  seems  to  be  concern  among  some  people  that  the 
popularity  problems  currently  troubling  the  presidency  are  little 
more  than  devious  inventions  of  an  antagonistic  and  warped 
American  press. 

Like  American  professions,  the  media  is  not  without  its  share 
of  ethical  problems.  But,  can  less  be  said  for  our  power-oriented 
American  political  system? 

One  result  of  Watergate  was  a  re-awakening  of  the  news  media 
to  its  role  as  political  watchdog.  Many  journalists,  realizing  they 
“slept”  during  the  pre-watergate  era,  are  so  determined  not  to 
repeat  their  professional  complacency  that  they  may  reach  the 
extremes  of  skeptical  reporting. 

One  Utah  Congressman  recently  urged  a  Provo  audience  to 
keep  his  feet  and  the  feet  of  his  Washington  colleagues  “to  the 
fire.”  And  there  may  be  those  reporters  who,  taking  to  heart  the 
congressman’s  advice  for  keeping  politicians  honest,  go  one  step 
too  far  and  work  under  the  motto,  “Burn,  baby  burn!” 

But,  cutting  through  as  much  interpretation  and  slanted 
reporting  as  possible,  here’s  a  listing  of  current  top  national 
news  items:  (1)  former  Nixon  cabinet  members  John  Mitchell 
and  Maurice  Stans  are  on  trial  in  connection  with  a  secret 
$200,000  campaign  contribution  from  financier  Robert  Vesco; 
(2)  former  Nixon  appointments  secretary,  Dwight  Chapin,  is  on 
trial  for  allegedly  lying  to  a  grand  jury;  (3)  Ed  Reinecke, 
Republican  Lieutenant-Governor  of  California,  has  been 
indicted  on  charges  of  perjury  in  connection  with  the  IT&T 
Trust  case;  (4)  former  vice-president  Spiro  Agnew  is  arguing 

against  his  disbarment  for  failure  to  pay  income  taxes. 
Agnew  resigned  under  charges  of  taking  bribes  as  a  Maryland 
official;  (5)  former  White  House  aides,  John  Ehrlichman  and 
H.R.  Haldeman  have  been  indicted;  (6)  a  congressional 
committee  studying  the  president’s  taxes  says  he  owes  over 
$476,000  in  back  income  taxes;  the  president  has  agreed  to  pay; 
another  committee  is  studying  the  president’s  impeachment.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Where  in  the  world  is 
everyone  going  all  the  time,  and  why?  Never 
before  have  people  had  more  reason  to  ask 
why  they  are  running  about,  what  with  the 
gasoline  shortage  and  rising  fares. 

In  1929,  Americans  spent  less  than  $8 
billion  on  transportation.  Now  they  spend 
around  $100  billion  in  a  year’s  time.  Whereas 
coming  and  going  accounted  for  less  than  1 0 
per  cent  of  personal  expenditures  in  1929,  it 
now  approaches  14  per  cent. 

The  situation  is  coming  into  more  critical 
focus  every  day.  Gasoling  is  in  short  supply. 
Urban  mass  transportation  systems  are 
urgently  required.  Some  railroads  are  on 
welfare;  some  airlines  seek  that  role. 

Big  demands 

Never  has  there  been  a  bigger  demand  for 
transportation.  But  probably  never  either  have 
the  economics  of  transportation  been  so 
confused.  Demand  usually  means  profits  for 
the  sellers,  but  it  isn’t  always  so  in 
transportation. 

This  week  the  trustees  of  the  Penn  Central 
Transportation  Co.  announced  they  will  seek 
$400  million  in  federal  grants  and  indicated 
they  might  consider  selling  the  line’s  assets  if 
the  money  wasn’t  forthcoming. 

On  the  same  day,  the  nation’s  two 
international  airlines.  Pan  American  World 
Airways  and  Trans  World  Airlines  asked  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board  for  annual  subsides 
that  could  exceed  $300  million. 

While  their  reason,  the  spiraling  cost  of  fuel, 
was  unique,  their  request  wasn’t.  Back  in 
1968,  the  federal  government  tried  to  bail  out 
Northeast  Airlines,  which  since  has  become 
part  of  Delta  Air  Lines. 

Local  subsides 

Regional  and  local  service  airlines  also 
receive  subsidies  so  that  they  will  offer  service 
to  communities  with  insufficient  traffic  to 
provide  a  free  market  incentive. 

Where  is  everyone  going?  A  West  Coast 
executive  “commutes”  each  week  to  New 
York  or  Washington. 

“You  can’t  do  business  with  bankers  or 
senators  over  the  telephone,”  he  explains.  He 
doesn’t  quite  come  up  with  an  answer  when 
asked  if  the  duties  couldn’t  be  delegated  to 
someone  in  the  East. 

A  group  of  teachers  takes  advantage  of  an 
income  tax  deduction  and  a  group  fare  rate  to 
Paris  and  Rome,  so  they  can  further  their 
education  in  the  great  museums.  Have  they 
mastered  all  the  museums  at  home? 
Embarassing  question.

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)  -  Mark 
down  this  April  week  as  a  likely  turning  point 
that  can  echo  for  generations.  Something  new 
is  about  to  unfold  in  relations  between  vastly 
different  worlds. 


The  unfolding  will  be  slow.  The  actual  event 
involved  will  in  itself  be  undramatic.  However, 
the  fact  that  it  takes  place  at  all  represents  a 
developing  new  phase  in  a  contest  among  the 
big  powers-the  United  States,  Russia  and 
China.  For  the  industrial  world  in  general  it 
represents  an  early  warning. 

A  special  General  Assembly  session  opens 
Tuesday  on  raw  materials.  The  initiative  came 
from  the  “Third  World”  and  the  United  States 
evidently  views  the  meetings  with  misgivings. 

The  session  may  accomplish  little  apart 
from  florid  rhetoric.  Still,  what  makes  it 
important  is  that  it  launches  a  collective 
attempt  to  probe  the  developing  nations’ 
latent  power. 

A  number  of  the  so-called  “developing” 
nations,  sitting  on  raw  materials  riches, 
watched  with  intense  interest  as  oil-producing 
countries,  only  recently  like  them  in  terms  of 
backwardness,  emerged  fat  and  wealthy  in  a 
short  historical  period.
